Evading for mere than 16 hours a 
large posse of searchers, v. B. Satter- 
field, condemned slayer of R. H. Hart, 
his brother-in-law, who escaped from 
his cell in Fultgn county tower early 
Monday morning, was captured about 
tt o'clock Monday night by W. C, 
Rosette and B. L. Cushing, who acci- 
dentally surprised him in his hiding 
place in a clump of woods near Lake- 
wood Vark.
